closing portion of Baruum's dispatch 
shows that the envelope had been under 
examination. On the same morning that 
these announcements were published, Oc- 
tober 21st, General Garfield's denial, de- 
nouncing the letter as a "stupid forgery,' 
was published in every newspaper in the 
land. 
Not a single newspaper of any 


•landing in New York City even on that 
morning dignified the forgery with a sin- 
gle word of editorial mention. On Fri- 
day it was shown by dispatches from 
Lynn that no such man as II.

practically finished. Mr. Barnum's dis- 
patch was a worthy pinnacle for such a 
tower of slander. His dispatch reached 
the Pacific coast simultaneously with the 
fac-simile of the forged letter, and in all 
probability saved California and Nevada 
for Hancock. 
It could not be contra- 


dicted until Monday, and 
everybody 


knows that a lie with forty-eight hours the 
start cannot be overtaken in as many 
days. 


We submit the evidence without argu- 


ment. If any Democrat concerned can 
read it without humiliation and profound 
sorrow, he can do what none of his friends 
are able to do.—New York Tribune.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


PAINT anil putty can be taken off gkss 


by wetting tlic glass several times with a 
strong solution of soda. Wet the glass 
often, with it till the spots soften and can 
be washed oil, and then polish with alco- 
hol. 


ANTS, — R<'d ants may be banished from 


a pantry or store room by strewing the 
shelves with a small quantity of cloves, 
either whole or ground. We use the 
former, as not being so likely to get into 
the food placed upon the shelves. The 
cloves should bo renewed occasionally, as 
after a time t hey lose their strength. 


GREASE ( :in be removed from stone 


steps or passages by pouring on it strong 
soda water boiling hot; then make fuller's 
earth into a thin paste with boiling water, 
spread it over the stain or spot, and let it 
remain all night. If the grease has 
soaked and dried in, it may be necessary 
to repeat this for two or three nights, 
scrubbing it off each morning with strong 
soap suds and lye. 


T*»T Foit THE STJIENGTH OK Qyi- 


NIXE.-— Make a decoction of 100 grair.s 
of bark in two fluid ounces distilled wa- 
ter; filter, n nd precipitate with a suffi- 
cient quantity of a concentrated solution 
of carbonate of soda. Heat the fluid un- 
til the precipitate is dissolved ; and when 
cold dry and weigh it. It should weigh 
two grain! 01 more, and dissolve entirely 
in a solution of oxalic acid. To render 
the result strictly accurate the bark should 
be exhausted with ether, and the mixed 
solution eva|iorated. Salts of quinine 
urny be tested in the same manner. 
Cooley. 


NEURAMI v 
AND RHEUMATISM. — A 


very simple i .lief for neuralgia is to boil 
a small handful of lobelia in half a pint of 
water till the strength is out of the herb, 
then strain it off, and add a teaspoonful of 
fine salt. W ring cloths out of the liquid 
as hot as possible, and spread over the 
part effected. 
It acts like a charm. 


Change the cloths as soon as cold till the 
pain is all gone ; then cover the place 
with a soft, dry covering till all perspira- 
tion is over, so as to prevent taking cold. 
Rheumatism can often be relieved by ap- 
plication to the painful parts of cloths 
wet in a weak solution of sal-soda. If 
there is inflammation in the joints, the 
cure is very <|uick ; the wash needs to be 
lukewarm. 


Tilt COOK'S CORNER. 


APPLE FRITTERS. — Make a batter, not 


very stiff, with one quart of milk, three 
eggs and flour to bring it to a right con- 
sistence. Pare and core a dozen apples 
and chop then! to about the size of small 
peat, and mix them well in the batter. 
Fry them in lard, as you would dough- 
nuts. 
Sprinkle powdered sugar over 


them. 


DBIEL. Pit veil PUDDING __ Take one 


pint of dried peaches and scald and stew 
till done, and have plenty cf juice; sweet- 
en with one cup of sugar ; make a batter 
of a small tuacupful ot buttermilk and 
one-half teasjioonfu] of soda and salt to 
taste ; thicken with flour very stiff, drop 
this in small lumps in the peaches, which 
must be boiling ; cook nbout twenty min- 
utes, and sen e with cream and sugar or 
sauce. 


POTATO Pi rvs — Take cold roast meat 


— beef, mutton or veal and ham together 
— clean from gristle, cut small, and sea- 
son with pepper and salt; also, cut pick- 
les, if liked ; boil and mash some pota- 
toes ; make them into a paste with an 
egg, and roll out, dredging with flour; 
cut round with a saucer ; put some of the 
seasoned meat upon one-half, and fold the 
other like a puff; pinch neatly, and fry 
a little brown. 


BEEF TEA Fon TYPHOID FKVEII.— 


Take one ounce of the very best beef and 
one ounce of water. Cut up the beef, 
taking care there is no fat or skin. Pound 
it in a mortar for a quarter of an hour. 
Then put in a glass or cup, pour the cold 
water upon it, and let it stand for half an 
hour, bruising it from time to time with 
a wooden spoon. Pour off the beef tea. 
It makes one dose. There must not be 
any salt. 


TONGUE Soup. — Put a small tongue in 


a stew pan, « i th ti immings of any bones 
of fowl or veal, and stew for four hours, 
removing th* scum; take out the tongue, 
skin and clean it, and leave it to cool ; 
put bock the trimmings and the root, 
with a carrot, a turnip, a head of celery 
and an onion, half a teaspoonful of cay- 
enne, and stew one hour more ; then strain 
the soup, and when cool remove the fat, 
and set it on to heat, with a turnip and 
carrot cut in squares, and two tablespoon- 
fuls of grated tongue; let it simmer 
slowly for an Ixmr, and serve with boiled 
rice. A useful and cheap soup. 


PHII.ADEI.raf. 


CROQUETTES.— These very 


delicate croquettes can be made from the 
remains of cold salmon or trout, or from 
fresh oysters. Tear half a pound of fish 
Into shrcads with two forks. Chop a 
level teaspoonful of onions and fry it yel- 
low in two tablespoonfuls of butter, then 
stir into .it two tablefpoonfuls of flour, 
and when bubbles begin to form in it 
gradually add a pint of boiling milk, stir- 
ring the mixture smooth. Season it with 
* teaspoonful of Bait and a quarter of a 
saltspoonful c:ich of pepper and nutmeg ; 
stir in the yolks of four raw eggs, a gill of 
wine and the salmon, and mix over the 
fire for two minutes. Let the croquette 
mixture cool sufficiently to handle it ; 
then form into little cork-shaped rolls; 
bread them by dipping them first in 
cracker dust, and fry them golden brown 
in smoking hot fat. When they are taken 
from the fat lay them for a moment on 
brown paper to free them from grease be- 
fore serving.
